The bank was 
besiegyd throughout the. day, principally 
by natives and brokers. Tho doora were 
guerde? by astrong foreo of durwans and 
afew Police, The rumour gained eredenca 
that the recent disaster in Mantitius bad 
something to do With the closing of the 
bank, and that this branch had lost orer a 
etore of rupees. It is difficult to get any 
definito information The liabilities are 
estimated et &~millions atarling, and era 
supposed to be largely coverad by safe as~ 
sets, An American goutleman, who heard 
of the smash, drove up tothe bank, and, 
learning the worst, fell on the pavement 
in a dead faint. A few native: got very 
clamorous, Tt issaid thata lady who got 
wind of tho bank being in difficuliies with- 
draw only yesterday the whole of ler ac- 
cuunt, representing a large amount. 

Madras, June 9.—Vhe Oriental Bank 
news has caused much Jess excitoment here 
than might hava been expected. The 
‘business of the lucal agency has declined so 
rouch during recent months that tho disas- 
ter will probably have no seriuas conse- 
queuces un the luca! trade. 

Bombay, June 10.—The failure of the 
New Qriental Bank bas practically had no 
effect. The ran on othera was .unappreci- 
able. Yeslerday morning 33 i-khs were 
transferred by telegraph frem London to 
Bombay, 17 to Calcutta, and 7 to Madras 
to enable the banks io meet any run co 
them, Tho Bank-of Bombay, which. has a 
reserve af a crore and a hati, and another.
